His opponent,

Thomas J. Courtney, who had con- 
ducted a vigorous campaign to "smash 
the Kclly-Nash machine," conceded 
defeat after one-third of the heavy 
vote in the mayoral primary elections 
had been counted. 


Dwight H. Green, former United 


States districl altorney who was draft- 
ed by the party command to lead the 
GOP out of the political doldrums, 
. earned the republican nomination by 
a margin of almost four to one over 
William Hale "Big Bill" Thompson. 


Thompson, who trice was elected 


to the mayor's office, acknowledged 


. his defeat before returns from half 
. 'the precincts had been reported. 


Green won wide notice as a "gang 


buster" when his prosecution led to 
the imprisonment of Al Capone and a 
half dozen of his henchmen. He will 
face Kelly in the election April 4, 


Unofficial reports'from 2800 of 3468 


precincts gave Kelly 468,528 and Court- 
ney 243,015. In 2700 precincts, Green 
had 154,865 and Thompson 44,770. 


The mayoral primaries, affording a 


new test of the power of the Kelly- 
Nash, organization, a fresh measure of 
republican strength and the first maj- 
or J939 sampling of popular political 
trends, brought an estimated 1,134,842 
citizens to the polls.

Stripped of its brcqch block, recoil 


cylinders, sighting and training mech- 
anism and so on, a gun looks simple— 


a long iron tube fatter at one end 


i at the other. Actually it is far 


more simple. Instead of being made all 


one piece, it's made of half a dozen 


separate pieces. Fitting those pieces 
together is a big job. 


How Gun Is Built 


Right now the yard is making 16- 


inch guns fo'r the new baltleships 
Washington and North Carolina. Here's 
how it's done: 


A 60-foot steel tube goes on a gi- 


gantic lathe, to be turned clown to 
exact size. 'Revolving on the lathe, 
it looks like the drive shaft for some 
super ocean1 liner. 
. 


Finished, measured, checked and 


okayed, it is snatched up by a colossal 
overhead crane and lugged clown to 
the shrinkage pits. These are vertical 
electric furnaces deep enough to take 
this GO-foot tube; their moutlts come 
up just about to the floor level. The 
tube is hoisted on end and lowered 
into a furnace. Then it is heated slow- 
ly until it expands slightly. 


Now the inner lube conlaining Ihe 


rifling—those spiral grooves which 
make the shell spin in its flight—is 
brought up. The crane up-ends this 
tube, the furnace door is opened, and 
the crane operator—using his big in- 
strument with the precision of a jew- 
eler—lowers . the inner tube inlo the 
outer ouc. When it gets snugly in 
the heat is turned off. the outer tube 
cools and shrinks, and the inner tube 
is gripped firmly by the outer one. 


After this, shorter and fatter tubes 


are fitted on over the original in the 
same way. A gun's walls must be 
thicker near the breech, where the 
explosion of thevpowdor sets up tre- 
mendous pressures. They get greater 
strength by building the gun up out 


than tliey"*co'uld; 'By "casting' it all in 
one piece,

At last, completely built-up, the gun 


goes back to the lathe to be machined 
down to ils graceful, ominous shape. 
Then it is ready for breech block and 
the rest of its fittings. 


New Linings 


The rifling in a gun wears out after 


it has been fired about so many times. 
When that happens, the gun is simply 
sent back to the yard and the inner 
tube containing the rifling is pulled 
out. A new one is put in and the gun 
j's as good as ever. 


They make other things than guns 


here. Optical equipment, for instance; 
no longer, as in pre-war days, must 
the navy send to Europe for the best 
binoculars, range finders, and so on. 
They also make brass cartridge cases 
for the smaller guns, and they can turn 
out complete turrels for the light 
cruisers. 


Because the channel is shallow, light 


cruisers are the biggest ships that ever 
visit the Washington yard, The day I 
was there the only vessels at the 
docks were the Potomac, the presiden- 
tial yacht, and the dainty little Se- 
quoia, yacht of the secretary of the 
navy. Oh yes—and a couple oE tugs. 


The utilitarian factory buildings 


in the yard contrast oddly with the 
pleasant old houses where the com- 
mandant and the other officers live. 
These, of course, are government prop- 
erty. But Capt. Thomas Tingley, first 
commandant of the yard, who stayed 
on tluj job 30 years, got to feeling 
that lie owned his—and when he died 
tried to will it to his son.

Agents Say Many Acres 


Taken From Cotton, to 


Go to Forage 


Agricultural leaders and county ex- 


tension agents from fourteen counties 
attended a forage production and util- 
ization conference.with extension serr 
vice and U. S. D. A, specialists at the 
Fruit and Truck Branch Experiment 
Station near Hope, Tuesday. The con- 
ference was of particular . importance 
to the Live-at-Home program being 
given special attention by extension 
agents in Arkansas at this time. 


J. F, Rains, district agent with the 


Agricultural Extension Service for 
Southwest Arkansas, told the group 
that the three-fourths million acres 
out of production of cotton would 
mostly go to the production of forage 
crops. The idle acres that have been 
on most farms also are going to forage 
crops. 


Lespcdeza, one of the easiest crops 


to grow by most farmers on most land, 
has increased the last few years by 
over 400 per cent, Mr. Rains said that WaS DeAnn's Oldest Citi-

A. D. Harlan, associate marketing 


specialist, hay, feed, and seed division, 
Bureau of Agricultural Economics, U. 
S. D. A., discussed the improvement of 
the grades of hay. He said thai we 
did not have to grade our hay because 
it did not go on the central market and 
that what we did sell was sold gen- 
erally to the buyers at the farm and 
the buyer did not demand that it be 
graded. 


He slressed the fact that most farm- 


ers used all hay produced on their 
own farm and that grade was disre- 
garded although we all knew that 
the better the hay the more gain we 
could ge,t from our livestock through 
more pounds of beef or cveam in milk. 


Mr. Harlan showed summaries of 


long tune experimental work being 
done by certain experiment stations 
on the feeding value of alfalfa and 
other hays. In the case of alfalfa the 
experimental data showed that in the 
seed stage that 3,910. pounds of hay 
was required for a 100 pounds of beef 
gain while in the pre-bloom Stage th'at 
only 1,628 pounds "was required for a 
100 pounds of gain. 


The greatest feeding value of all 


hay is in the leaves. In the pre-bloom 
stage 57 per cent of the total weight 
of the hay was in leaves and protein 
content made up 22 per cent of the 
hay, while in the half-bloom stage 
53 per cent qf the weight of the hay 
was leaves and only 19 per cent of the 
hay was protein. In the seed stage 
only 35 i>er cent of the hay was leaves 
and 14 per cent proteni.

an end to civil service three months 
sooner than under the repeal bill by 
Representative J. E, Smith of Reyno 
which likewise became a law without 
the governor's signature January 26, 
Under the Smith bill, civil service 
would have been kept legally alive un- 
til Junp, or until 90 days after ad- 
journment of the legislature since the 
legislature failed to attach an emerg- 
ency clause.

opened the way to new labor peace 
conferences Tuesday with a brief, for- 
mal letter to President Roosevelt an- 
nouncing that he had named a com- 
mittee of three—including himself—to 
enter negotiations with the American 
Federation of Labor. 


The letter was an acceptance of Mr. 


Roosevelt's urgent invitation to the C. 
I. O. and A. F. of L. last Saturday to 
reopen peace talks in an effort to de- 
termine the three-year split in the 
labor movement. 


The C. I, O. president named iiis two 


chief aides, Philip Murray and Sidney 
Hilhrtan, C. I. O. vice presidents, to 
join him -in whatever conferences are 
arranged with a similar three-man 
committee already named by the A. F. 
of L. president, William Green. 


In contrast with the lengthy state- 


ment issued by Green last Saturday, 


definitely eliminating from prospective 
peace negotiatons the A. F. of L, struc- 
ture and policies on political and eco- 
nomic mallei's, Lewis merely wrote: 


"Complying with the request con- 


tained in your letter of February 23, 
I advise that the camjnittee to repre- 
sent the Congress of Industrial Organ- 
izations will consist of Mr. Philip Mur- 
ray, Mr, Sidney Hillman and the un- 
dersigned.

The man upon whom falls the white 


mantle of the papacy becomes, in some 
respects, the most powerful person in 
thfe world. 


His worldly empire embraces only 


the 108 acres and the 1,000 citizens of 
the Vatican. But his spiritual empire 
knows no bounds. Nearly one in every 
five persons accepts his spiritual lead- 
ership. That's half of Christendom. 


Many more are interested in what 


he says and does—are influenced to 
some extent ' by what lie 
teaches. 


Thousands of publications—and 
the 


radio—carry his messages to the ends 
3f the world. 


Many nations are called Catholic— 


those of Latin America, for instance, 
and Italy, Spain, Portugal and Bel- 
gium. Three are said to be 100 per 
cent Catholic—the tiny states of An- 
dorra and San Marino, and, of course, 
the Vatican state. 


Catholic sources estimate the world's 


Catholic population as upwards of 
375,000,000. Some 22,000,000 live in the 
United Stales; 136,000,000 in the Amer- 
icas as a whole; 210,000,000 in Europe; 
19,000,000 in Asia; 8,000,000 in Africa. 


In one sense, missionaries are the 


ambassadors of that empire—in all the 
remote places of the world they carry 
on the church's work. 


But the pope lias ambassadors in 


the 
more v/orldly sese, 
too — CO 


diplomatic representatives to as many 
nations. Some, like those to the Unit- 
ed States and Great Britain, are called 


Apostolic Delegates. They have no 
official standing in the countries to 
which they are sent, but they arc 
usually accorded diplomatic courtesies. 
Thirty-seven nations send ambassadors 
or ministers to the Vatican. 


Recognizing the pope as a sovereign, 


Great Britain in 1933 instructed the 
fleet that he is entitled to a sovereign's 
salute of 21 guns. 


The pope's great responsibilities nre 


shared by a sort of cabinet—the twelve 
Sacred 
Congregations, 
whcih 
are 


standing committees. He is Ihc head 
of the church's judicial system. His 
little nation has its own coinage and 
postage stamps. 


Even so, his administrative respon- 


sibilities are tremendous. In the Unit- 
ed States alone, for instance, there are 
about 33,000 clergymen as agents in 
the propagation of the faith, as spiritu- 
al guides, educators and administra- 
tors of widespread properties.

The Official Catholic Directory lists 


more than 18,000 churches, ranging 


Irom cathedrals to missions, and the 
church* has considerable other real 
estate. 


Educational facilities in the United 


States include 206 seminaries, 193 col- 
leges for men, 676 academies and col- 
leges 
for girls, 1,306 , high schools, 


8,028 parochial schools. The total en- 
rollment probably is around 3,000,000. 


There are also 326 Catholic orphan 


asylums, 168 homes for the aged, and 
684 hospitals. 


The thousands of fraternal profes- 


sional, social and recreational Catholic 
groups in this country lutve their 
counterpart in other nations. In some 
countries there is also a political ex- 
pression in Catholic parties. 


Groups in the United States give 


attention to books, magazines, news- 
papers, movies and the radio, not onlj 
as agencies for ipirilual advancement 
but also to sec that these do not car- 
ry material considered harmful.
